"WASHINGTON, Fob- <!. 


Dr. Lindernmn, Director of the Mints, 


says that it the Senate concurs in tho action 
of tho House in reducing tho appropriation 
for mints and assay office l\vo hundred mid 
sixty-eight thousand dollars below the esti- 
mates, that on tho first of July tho force 
now employed in the several mints will have 
to be reduced, fnl|y one-third, and that tho 
coinage of silver will bo seriously checked. 


Although the House has this session 


passed a bill directing a rccoinogo of tho 
silver dollar, the some body has reduced tho 
appropriation nece&sary to run tho mints 
over n quarter of a million dollars. Tho 
estimate of the amount of money required 
to defray tho expense of the coinage and 
assay during tho next fiscal year -was care- 
fully made by Dr. Linderman, and approved 
by tho Secretary of tho Treasury, before 
being submitted to tho House Appropriation 
Committee. 


Tho attempt now to otipplo this branch of 


tho service only illustrates tho petty states- 
manahip which has governed tho present 
democratic house since its organization. 
The mints are now being run to their full 
capacity, to coin enough silver to supply tho 
public demand and prevent stringency in 
small change. Tho strain upon tho ma- 
chinery in tho mints has boon so great, dur- 
ing tho year pijst, that .Or. Lindorman ox- 
presses tho opinion that during tbo next 
few mouths tho work in nearly all will have 
to to suspended for several weeks to permit 
repairs to bo made. If tho policy indicated 
by tho houso in reducing tho appropriation 
is to prevail,thoro will bo no monoy to mal;o 
tho necessary repairs.

New York announce an active demand for 
domestic woolen goods. 
The jobbing trade 


is said to be purchasing freely, nnd the 
clothing manufacturers have already laid in 
liberal stocks of light weight spring goods. 
This is good news (if true), nnd is an evi- 
dence that buyers believe ''bottom prices" 
have been reached. 


it is said that the production of light 


weight spring cassiineres has beou some- 
what limited by the drought this winter, as 
many mills have not run on full time. This 
may be true if applied to some parts of the 
country, but not to Rhode Island. Nearly 
all our woolen mills have been running on 
full time since last Autumn. 
How largo a 


margin will bo left for profits this spring is 
uncertain. A large manufacturer nssures 
us that on fine goods there is not an average 
prospective profit, from the fact that the 
average price of wool is relatively higher 
thnn the present price of goods. 
Still we 


hopo this great industry is to see liberal and 
permanent prosperity in tho near future. —

THE NECESSITY OP GOOD 
PENMAN- 


SHIP. 


It is a law of our nature, iudelibly written 


therb by the hand of our Creator, that the 
handwriting of encb individual person shall 
he different from that of every other person, 
and, to a largo degree, characteristic. Tnis, 
TTe think, is n poict too often overlooked by 
the teachers of penmanship. 
While they 


seek to give ease und uniformity to the 
"hand" of their pupil, they should never 
Keek to alter its essential characteristics. It 
is this fact of difference in handwriting and 
its characteristics that underlies all tho sys- 
tems of deeds, wills, treaties, checks, bonds, 
fltc.^ etc.; and if it were not for this law of 
difference, it is hard to conceive what possi- 
ble device or act could take the place of 
one's signature as evidence of their will or 
•wishes to an absent party. 


The first thing to be desired, then, is 


that your handwriting shnll always be your 
own; i. e., that you allpw your native style 
to be king here, as you would your native 
talent in oratory or composition. 


The second is to write plainly—to form 


eech letter distinctly, so that there shall bo 
no need for guess-work on the part of the 
person who is to read it. 
You have no 


right to send your friend a Chinese puzzle, 
aud expect him to spend, majbe, hours in 
deciphering it, and then csll it n letter. 
Especially should care be taken to write all 
names of persons and places very distinctly. 
Ex-Judge Keland, of Boston, has often said 
to the writer, that the clerks of the Probate 
Court, at Denham, could make out every- 
thing m a will or deed but tbe names of 
the persons; those they .can't guess at. Why 
will not bur lawvers pay some attention to 
thia? 


The third need is uniformity, especially 


in writing your o\vu name—your signature. 
We happened to 
hear the instructions 


recently given a clerk in the employ of the 
Atlantic Mutual Insurance Co.,of New York, 
who was to sign certain papers thereafter: 
"Write your name just as plainly and 
naturally as possible, and avoid flourishes, 
and sign it every time alike as nearly as 
possible." 


Our fourth rule, then, would be in his 


words, 
italicized, 
"Avoid all flourishes." 


They take time, make trouble, do not look 
well, and often seriously interfere with tho 
line below. "Writing masters" are apt to 
"show, off" with them, but they should 
never find a place in the every-day penman- 
ship of any one. 


Another element is rapidity. 
With some 


this is a gift; others may acquire it in a 
measure. Perhaps just here we ought to 
say that .the ease and grace of handwriting 
depend on the pliability of the muscles of 
tlio fingers, wrist and forearm. 
For this 


reason, a boy brought up to manual labor, 
whose knuckles are spread,and joints clumsy, 
by hard work, cannot expect to attain the 
ease of a city bred youth of elegant leisure. 
Practice will, however, do much toward in- 
creasing the speed of either hand. . There 
are some forms of letters that greatly aid 
any one desiring to write a "fast hand," and 
a few of these we will poiut out. 


The email e occurs oftener than any other 


letter. It is a great help to makp tbis in 
'two ways, viz.; a looped c, like a small 
written 1, And a small capital E. 
If this is 


done when the last stroke of the preceding 
letter finishes at the bottom, as it does in 
writing "h" in "the" then a looped c should 
be used. 
"When tho last stroke of tho 
pre- 


ceding letter ends at the top of the line, as 
"v" in "very," then it is much easier and 
(picker to use the diminutive capital. 


There are two ways of writing small r. 


One is known as the looped r, the other as 
the Y shaped r. 
The former is generally to 


be preferred, as it is more distinct, and less 
liable to bo mistaken, and should always be 
used in writing proper names. 
The latter 


is more easily made. 
Small t should be 


carefully crossed, and i dotted. 


Extra strokes in making capitals should 


bo omitted. Thus capital E should be begun 
nt the top, as the common upward stroke is 
a waste of time, and tho letter produced is 
not so plain. 
. 
. 


The regular capital M should bo begun at 


the bottom, and finished without lifting tho 
pen; while the capital made by enlarging the 
small m should begin at the top; aud the 
same for n. 


Capital J should always come below tho 


line, and I never. In initials of names this 
is very important, for no one can 
say 


whether the I is a J, or the J is I, as they 
nre 
frequently written both above the 


lino. 


On your ability, to follow those simple 


rules may depend your chance of obtaining 
a situation, and consequently your future 
usefulness and prosperity. 


While to those who are writing for the 


press, or aspire to do so, we havo simply to 
say that they often fail to obtain a hearing 
on account of tho "bad 
copy" they present. 


TVrito your MSS. plainly, legibly. I am 
sure that if writers only know tho immense 
trouble that illegible copy gives editors and 
compositors, they would use more pains in 
the futxire with their handwriting.—[FJnc- 
tem, in tho Congregationalist.
